HISTORIC CAPE TOWN RELIC 


Stum p of O'd 
“ Slave T re e " 
Is All 


That Rem ains as Rem inder of 


Days of Slavery. 


There Is an old tree In Cape Town. 
In Church square, over 250 years old, 
and all that remains of It today is the 
"tump, to which is affixed a brass plate 
and an Inscription, gi'lng an outline 
of its hi-Miry. 
It is a most liistori* 
landmark, as it was there before the 
days of Ja n van lUebeck. To this tree 
slaves were brought and placed on ta­ 
bles for exhibition and sale. 
The slaxes were kept in tbe old Su­ 
preme court building, just opposite the 
Old tree, and it is not difficult still to 
picture the once fam iliar scene.
